.Tho London County’ Couneil |.

fire in their now housing scheme,

No fewer than 134 of the houses 
will be of timber construction and 
euch will contain a ‘coal kitchen 
rango in the’ Hying-room. Five 
hundred timber hoses have aj- 
ready been, built_by the L.C.G., 
are planned. , for. the 
Watling Estateot Hendon. 

‘One.of the precautions . to be 
taken on the new section of tho 
Becontree estate Is the building 
of the wooden houses in pairs, sur- 
rounded by brick or concrete 
houses. In addition, all the wood- 
en houses willbe fitted with a fire 
hose, long : enough ‘to’ reach to 
every room {n the. house. To en- 
gure that the hose shall be in’ 
working condition when required, 
and shalt not be used for watering 
the garden and for other unau- 
thorised purposes, it. will be kept 
in a sealed glass-fronted cupboard 
in the, kitchen. Before it can be 
removed, the glass must be broken. 
The hose ig equipped with a proper 
nozzle and ig attached to a special 
pipe, controlied by a tap. 

It is nderstood that the fire pre- 
eautions are dictated by insurance 
considerations.

Sv far three, halls of the funer- 
ary chapel have been discoverer, 
containing a score of statues and 
statuettes in niches in the walk. , 
Water has somewhit damaged the 
decoration, -but of the northern 
part of the main hall the colours 
and reliefs, , particularly the 
yellows, blues, and reds, and the 
black dado, are still vivid. . 


. Blonde Hair. 


Amongst the, reliefs appears 
Princes Hetepheres (Queen Mere- 
eankh’s mother), shown with short 


hair, not unlike the modern, shin- 


gle, painted a “pright vellow, and 
crossed by a” fine horizontal line, 
which indicates that she had 
blonde or red hair. This is the 
Girst instance of- such hair among 
the black-haired people of those 
times, and. it is evident that. for- 
éign blood had been introduced, 


into the Royal’ Family. Queen | 


Moresankh’s father, Prince Ku 
waab, and her _ children, notably 
the eldest son, Prince Nebemakhet, 
are also represented; likewise her 
‘funerary priest Khamten—-who is 
already known a8 the steward 
of her parents’ estntes—and his 
son, Khamten the Younger, who ia 
shown-with several of his children. 
Other. figures which, it would 
appear, Khamten the Younger add- 
ed after the original ‘decoration 
of the tomb, include a small child, 
bearing the inseription, “Ring’a 
son of his body,’ Neweserraank ha 
which indicates that the child was’ 
a son of the Fifth Dynasty King 
Neweserraankh, who claimed 
Royal descent from Queen Mere- 
sankh, whose grandson he pro- 
bably was. . 


| We thus have’ here six.genera- 
tions’ of the family of the famous 
Hotepheres, Seneforu’s wife, and 
‘as she is believed to have been a 
daughter of the Jast'Third Dynasty 
King, the blood Royal. is thus 
draceable from that Dynaaty to the 
¥ifth Dynasty. The Royal figuras 
all show the physical characteris- 
tics of ‘the Cheops family namely, 
receding chin, stumpy’ build, and 
obesity—while the funerary fur- 
niture represented on, the walls 23" 
similar to that’ removed from the 
tomb of Queen Hetepheres. 

This ia certainly the most sinter+ 
esting painted tomb found in late 
years. Robbers undoubtedly 
violated it. It is not yet possible
